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Elba City Council discusses curfew ordinance

Curfew for teenagers was again 
discussed by the Elba City Council 
Monday evening. 

Council members were presented 
with a revision of the ordinance they 
reviewed and rejected — several 
months ago. 

The new revision changes the 
proposed ordinance to make al- 
lowances for children who have 
jobs. It also extends the legal hours 
minors can be on the streets to mid- 
night on Friday and Saturday nights. 
The new wording appears to cut the 
age from “18 and under” to “under 
18”. 

The curfew still clamps down on 


movement of “school age minors 
and children” all week long until 6 
a.m, the next morning. 

Council member Gladys Yelver- 
ton asked about a situation of a mi- 
nor coming into Elba, having been 
out of town. “Would the child be 
stopped and ticketed?” was her 
question, Police Chief Jack Parker 
assured her the proposed law would 
not be enforced that strongly. 


Council member Bill Brunson 
noted that as the ordinance is writ- 
ten, such a youth would be in viola- 
tion of the law. He further noted 
there are serious problems and the 
curfew would help. However that is 
only one side, and upon passing this

$1750 for an annual trustee fee on a 
bond issue and $4874 to purchase 
new light poles.

Council members were informed 
the Alabama Highway Department 
would hold a public hearing in Elba 
on Tuesday, August 3, at the Elba 
High School. The meeting will be 
from 6:30 to 8:30. Highway 84 will 
be the subject of the meeting.

Pugh noted that the commission 
has already signed a contract with 
the Southeast Alabama Solid Waste 
Disposal Authority to provide them 
a service. 

Turning to other matters of gar- 
bage - county-wide garbage pickup - 
the commission voted to renegotiate 
the contract signed with Waste 
Away Inc. on June 10, 

Their bid was to provide county- 
wide garbage pickup to county resi- 
dents at a cost of $8.98 per house- 
hold. This does not include cities 
and towns within the county which 
already have a garbage pickup ser- 
vice, 

Presently, the county-wide gar- 
bage pickup service by Waste Away 
is scheduled to start October 4, 

Under the terms of the contract 
Waste Away would dispose of the 
solid waste picked up in Coffee 
County at their Brundidge facility.

Marijuana and property seized in raid

Late Wednesday evening, July 7, 
1993, a resident of the Jack Commu- 
nity, located just north of Elba, was 
arrested on the charge of unlawful 
possession of marijuana in the first 
degree. 

The arrest of Charles Ray Jack- 
son, age 50, was made during the ex- 
ecution of a search warrant at his 
residence on Coffee County High- 
way 215, 

Executing the search was the Elba 
Police Department/Narcotics Unit 
and deputies with the Coffee County 
Sheriff's Department, 

According to Ronnie Davis, an 
investigator with the Elba Police De- 
partment several items of evidence 
and property were recovered from 
the Jackson residence. 

Several plastic sandwich baggies 
filled with marijuana, packaged tor 
sale, were taken as well as, ten (10) 
marijuana plants found near the resi- 
dence, 

The street value of the drugs con- 
fiscated was estimated, by police of- 
ficers, t© be approximately 
$25,000.00. 

The officers also seized two load- 
ed shot guns, an automatic 22 caliber 
rifle, and a hand gun, 


A 1978 Ford pickup truck and a 
small amount of currency was also 
seized during the search. 

Davis stated that it is possible that 
the residence and the land could be 
seized depending on the outcome of 
further investigation, 
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The investigation is continuing 
and other charges against Jackson 
are possible, 

The search warrant was a result 
ol a lwo-week investigation by nar- 
coucs officers of the Elba Police De- 
parunent.

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Support voiced for legislative session on ethics and campaign reform

My answer was a resounding 
yes. In the wake of the ethics con- 
vichion of a sitting govemor, pub- 
lic Opinion polls indicate that vot- 
er senument behind reform is 
stronger now than perhaps any 
lime since Watergate 

While the improvements in 
both campaign finance and ethic 
laws are needed as Gov. Jim Fol 
SOM IS proposing, Alabama 1s not 
plowing new ground 

When the Alabama Ethics Act 
passed in 1973 it was hailed as 
one of the best in the country 
Several states patterned similar 
laws after it. The same was said of 
the 1988 Alabama Fair Campaign 
Practices Act, which updated a 
1905 law that was not worth the 
paper it was written on. 

But loopholes have clearly 
opened in both acts and while they 
are not completely broken, they 
need fixing. 

The Ethics Act, which was 
tough enough to topple former 
Gov. Guy Hunt from office for il- 
legal transfers of money from a 
tax-exempt inaugural fund, needs 
clarifying because of its conflicts 
with other laws. The Ethics Com- 
mission also is underfunded, 
needs a whistle-blower protection 
provision and subpoena power 
without having to rely on the At- 
torney General’s office. 

But the area in need of im- 
mediate reform, in my view, is

how campaigns are financed 

Political races are becoming so 
expensive only the rich or those 
with the capability to tap into 
large sources of money are able to 
run, thereby climinating many Al- 
abamians from participating. Oth- 
ers fecl the influence of political 
action committees, or PACS as 
they are commonly known, has 
grown too powerful and should be 
curtailed. Of the total amount con- 
tributed to political races in 1990, 
more than $14 million came from 
PACs. Further, of the more than 
300 PACs registered with the Sec- 
retary of State, 10 of them contrib- 
uted almost half of that total. The 
proposals to limit campaign con- 
tributions would force candidates 
to seck a broader range of fi- 
nancial support and to participate 
in more voter-oriented events such 
as media conferences, debates and 
forums. This type of campaign 
would allow the media and voters 
to focus more on issues and less 
on the image created by a 30- 
second television advertisement. 

Even if campaign contributions 
may not buy or rent legislators, 
money does talk. Alan Rosenthal, 
director of the Eagleton Institute 
at Rutgers University, points out 
that may come in the way of ac- 
cess than in votes; and where no 
other voices are heard or when 
things are relatively equal in- 
fluence tends to tilt toward the 
giver. 

Since we are unlikely in Al- 
abama to find a substitute to fuel 
political races - such as Min- 
nesota’s plan for  publicly- 
financed campaigns-money  un- 
doubtedly will continue to pose 
ethical delimmas that undermine 
public confidence in state govern- 
ment.

While we wanted to suggest 
ceilings on how much campaigns 
for various offices could spend- 
the Republican and Democratic 
nominees for governor in 1990 
spent over S5 million cach-recent 
U. S. Supreme Court rulings have 
held caps would violate free ex- 
pression. We had originally rec- 
ommended a cap in the governor's 
race at $2.5 million for each can- 
didate. 

Having to abandon that ap- 
proach, we concentrated instead 
on the contribution side and rec- 
ommended placing ceilings for the 
first time ever on what individuals 
and PACs can donate to a can- 
didate. 

The new legislation would lim- 
it PACs to $15,000 per candidate 
for each balloted election and 
would limit individuals to $5,000. 
Currently there are no limits. Cor- 
porations would have a new limit 
of $1,000. 

Further, transfers between 
PACs, a process often used to 
hide contributions, would be pro- 
hibited and candidates themselves 
could not give more than $5,000 
to any other candidate from their 
own political funds. 

In addition PACs would have 
to have a defined purpose and 
body of contributors-like peanut 
farmers or doctors-and register an- 
nually with the secretary of state. 
The new rules also would require 
reporting of loans and gifts in ad- 
dition to campaign donations over 
$100. 


Campaign practices and ethics 
regulations dealing with the use of 
campaign money would be made 
the same. Both would limit the 
use of campaign funds only to the 
campaigns themselves and ex- 
penses that are directly associated 
with the office to which one is 
elected. This rule could be re- 
stricted even further by the Leg- 
islature. 

To Gov. Folsom’s credit, these 
are positive reforms that deserve 
quick passage starting Aug. 18. It 
will be difficult, indeed, for leg- 
islators to explain to voters back 
home why they voted against rea- 
sonable reforms with next year’s 
elections only 10 months away. 

The image of public office 
holders is frequently tainted by 
broad brush attacks in the media 
that center on the sensational and 
the scandalous. Despite the best 
ethics legislation in the world we 
cannot completely avoid instances 
of unethical, imprudent or even 
stupid conduct by a few. 

As a 15-year veteran of the Al- 
abama Legislature I can say, al- 
though the public and media may 
not be as convinced, government 
ethics has improved over the 
years. Ethical standards are higher 
and the behavior of legislators and 
other public officials is improved. 

Although legislators deserve 
more trust than the public is will- 
ing to give them, they will have to 
work harder and harder to get it. 

Passage of the Folsom package 
would be a good beginning. | 
hope voters throughout the state 
will join in this effort.

Important Social Security Benefits For Women 


The U. S. Government says that 
older women are among the poor- 
est and the most likely to be with- 
out Social Security benefits or re- 
ceive lower-than-average benefits. 
Because women may be at greater 
risk to miss out on the full range of 
benefits available from Social Se- 
curity, they should know what ser- 
vices they are entitled to, This 
week, we’ll look at some. 

Almost 75% of the nation’s 
poor elderly are women and about 
40% of female Social Security re- 
cipients get less than $350 a month 
in benefits. Working women may 
receive lower benefits than men 
for reasons ranging from a greater 
likelihood of part-time work, to 
working in lower paying jobs, to 
leaving the labor force to care for 
young children and ailing parents. 

Generally speaking, if you 
work in a job or profession and 
you have paid Social Security tax- 
es for 10 years or more, you will 
be fully covered for Social Securi- 
ty retirement benefits and your 
family will be eligible for survi- 
vors benefits should you die. Also 
depending on your age and the 
type of benefit, you may qualify 
for Social Security with less than 
10 years of work. 

Under current law, you will be 
able to retire at age 65 with full 
benefits or at age 62 with reduced 
benefits. In addition to retirement 
and survivors benefits, you also 
may qualify for disability benefits 
if your disability is so severe that it 
prevents you from performing 
“substantial work” for at least a 
year or is expected to result in 
your death, There is a work-year 
requirement depending on your 
age and the time you were dis- 
abled. 

Wives who have been married 


for at least a year are eligible to re- 
ceive benefits based on the hus- 
band’s earnings record. As a wife 
you may receive benefits at any 
age if you’re caring for the child of 
a retired, disabled, or deceased 
beneficiary and that child is under 
age 16 or disabled. If you have no 
children or they are grown, you’ll 
be eligible for 50% of your hus- 
band’s benefit when you turn 65. 

In the case of widows, you may 
be eligible for benefits as early as 
age 60. If you’re disabled, you 
may be eligible at age 50. You 
may be eligible at any age if 
you’re caring for the deceased 
worker’s child who is under age 
16 or disabled. In general, you 
must not remarry to qualify for 
widow’s benefits, but some excep- 
tions apply. For example, if you 
marry after age 60, or after age 50 
if you are disabled, you may be en- 
tiled to widow’s benefits on the 
prior husband's records. 

Finally, divorced women who 
were marricd for at least 10 years 
before the divorce are entitled to 
the same benefits as the worker’s 
wife or widow. As a divorced 
wife, under certain circumstances 
you may receive reduced benefits 
alt age 62, even if your former 
spouse is still working, As a di- 
vorced widow, you may be cligi- 
ble at age 50 for benefits based on 
disability and at age 60 for bene- 
fits based on age. Just as before, if 
you’re caring for the worker’s 
child who is under age 16 or dis- 
abled, you may be eligible for a 
benefit at any age.

Reunion Held 


Saturday, July 3rd 


On Saturday, July 3, 1993, the de- 
scendants of Stephen Livings, Sr. as- 
sembled at the Coffee County Farm 
Center in New Brockton, Alabama 
to celebrate their heritage for the 
first time in almost 10 years. 

Southeast Alabama was still a 
vast wilderness of pine and hard- 
wood forest when the Livings family 
settled near Orion in Pike County. 
Stephen Livings, Sr. led his sons 
John, James, and Stephen Jr., and 
their families from the Carolinas. 
They made the long trip by wagon 
train, bringing all their belongings 
with them. Some time later they 
moved into Covington and Coffee 
Counties, 

When the Livings family first ar- 
rived the low clay hills and lush 
green valleys abounded with wild 
game and the area was also infested 
with roving bands of Creek Indians. 
The Creeks had given up their lands 
in Southeast Alabama under the 
terms of the Treaty of Fort Jackson 
on August 9, 1814, Under the terms 
of the ueaty, every Indian family 
was to be located on a half-section, 
upon which they could live or sell 
and go west. Most of the Indians 
sold their lands and then were relyc- 
lant to move, 

The men of the Livings family 
brought much needed skills to the 
Alabama frontier. They were skilled 
gunsmiths, blacksmiths, Carpenters, 
and furniture makers. Henry Jackson 
Livings, his brother Robert Wesley 
Livings and their sister Margaret 
Elizabeth Livings Little all had large 
families that contributed to the 
growth and welfare of southeast Ala- 
bama. 

Family members spent several 
hours visiting with relatives they had 
hol seen in years and catching up on 
the latest family news, A “pot luck”

City of Enterprise’s 
curfew affects Elba 
& other area youth

Elba parents, as well as other area 
parents, may not be aware of it, but 
the City of Enterprise has a curfew 
affecting youth. 

The curfew, simply put, is in ef- 
fect Sunday through Thursday from 
11:00 p.m. until 6:00 a.m. During 
the weekend, Friday and Saturday 
nights, the curfew is from 12 mid- 
night until 6 a.m, Everyone under 
the age of 18-years-old is affecied by 
this curfew, 

Enterprise Police Chief Mike Lol- 
ley said that this does not mean that 
a youth cannot attend a late show or 
some other type function which 
might cause him or her to be in En- 
terprise after the curfew hours, 

However, anyone under the age 
of cightcen will be taken into custo- 
dy should they be found loitering 
(parked in cars or just standing 
around) in parking lots or in and 
around places of business, 

According to Chief Lolley, the 
first time a youth is detained under 
this ordinance, their parents will be 
called and advised of the curfew and 
no charges will be made in this inci- 
dence, 

The parent and/or parents will be 
required 10 come pick their child up 
at the police station. 

Should a youth be found in viola- 
tion of the curfew a second tume, the 
youth will be charged, Also, there 
could possibly be charges filed 
against the youth's parents, depend- 
ing on the circumstances, 

“Since the curfew has been cnact- 
ed,” states Lolley, “there has been a 
decrease in the number of burglaries 
occurring within the city, Also, dis- 
lurbances involving youth has de- 
creased,” 


“This grant was selected on a 
competitive basis and will be admin- 
istered by the Alabama Department 
of Economic and Community Af- 
fairs (ADECA).” 

The Governor also commended 
Mayor Holley on her “efforts to im- 
prove the quality of life for the citi- 
zens of New Brockton.” 

Mayor Holley said, “The project 
cannot officially begin until the town 
receives a letter of conditional com- 
mitment and a representative of the 
town attends a compliance workshop 
which will be held in Montgomery 
sometime in August. 

“The target area will be the south- 
West section of town, more specifi- 
cally the section located behind the 
Big/Little Store, from Ainsley Strect 
cast toward Elba and ending at New 
Brockton’s city limits sign.” 

(NOTE: See the accompanying 


map detailing the target area.) 

Implementation of the Housing 
Rehabilitation Program is estimated 
to cost $407,750.00, with 
$370,000.00 being funded by the 
grant and the remaining $35,750.00 
being injected from local sources. 

The rehabilitation will bring to a 
standard condition approximately 
thirty-five low and/or moderate in- 
come occupied housing units bene- 
filing about ninety persons. 

Occupants of the selected dwell- 
ings will be beneficiaries of a de- 
cent, safe and sanitary home in 
which to reside. 

The project will be implemented 
on a 90/10 cost-share basis with 90% 
of the associated rehab cost being 
supplied via Fiscal Year ‘93 CDBG 
assistance and the remaining 10% 
will be provided by the owner of the 
houses. 


“The town recently completed the 
FY 91 CDBG project,” said Holley. 
“Once the application process was 
completed, the construction took less 
than four months. As a result of that 
project, our residents have a better 
understanding of what the project is 
about. 

“We have many anxious home- 
owners wailing to apply, and hope- 
fully qualify, for the new program. A 
representative of the town, accompa- 
nied by a New Brockton police offi- 
cer, will hand deliver notification of 
the September application date to 
cach resident and/or homeowner 
within the target area.” 

David Ewing. of Ewing, Conner 
and Associates - Dothan, Alabama, 
administered the town’s 91 CDBG 
project. The consulting firm has 
been hired to represent the town in 
administering the 93 CDBG project. 


Federal magistrate moves City of Elba 
One step closer to a special election

The long running, much dis- 
cussed lawsuit to prove the City of 
Elba elected city council members 
from illegal districts in 1992 moved 
a step closer to conclusion and Elba 


* uioved closer to a special election 


last week. 

U. S. Magistrate Charles Coody 
recommended to federal Judge My- 
ron Thompson that Elba be ordered 
to realign the districts and redo the 
1992 city council elections. 

The problem arose over the 1990 
census reports indicating major 
changes in several of the Elba voting 
districts. 

District Four (presently represent- 
ed on the city council by Bill Brun- 
son) has lost residents, according to 
the census. District One (represented 
by Gladys Yelverton) and Two (rep- 
resented by John W. Sharpless) were 
also slightly below the “ideal” count 
of 800 residents. Records indicated 
District Five (represented by Ronnie 
Jinright) was by far the largest dis- 
trict, with over 1200 residents. 

Elba went to a plan of electing 
council members from districts, with 
only district voters selecting their re- 
spective council member in 1988, 
This was after pressure from the 
same class action lawsuit presently 
being considered by the courts. The 
case was reopened in early 1992, 
Originally a suit claiming racial 
shortcoming in the election process, 
it was amended in late 1992 charg- 
ing Elba districts were not balanced. 

Former Mayor Fred Moore re- 
ports he thought Elba had been

struck from the reopened lawsuit 
when it was determined the racial 
balance of the Elba districts was fair. 
He says it was after qualifying had 
begun that he discovered the Elba 
case was still before the court. Ac- 
cording to Moore, city officials felt 
it was too close to election for him to 
postpone the voting while getting 
Justice Department approval of new 
district lines, 

Lawyers for The Alabama Demo- 
cratic Conference (ADC) filed the 
Suit originally in efforts to get fair 
representation of minorities in city 
and county governments. 

Claims by the City of Elba that 
the 1990 census count in Elba was in 
error due to the problems generated 
by the March 1990 flood were an- 
swered with suggestions the claims 
be proven, This would have involved 
another census count by an approved 
agency and the cost would be about 


$6,000, city officials estimate. 

The Elba City Council voted in 
June not to expend that amount of 
money on the recount. 

ADC has submitted a proposal to 
the court realigning four of the Elba 
districts to obtain a “nearly equal” 
population in each district. 

The plan places parts of the cur- 
rent District 5 in District 1, 2 and 4, 
Under the ADC proposal, District 3 
(represented by Earl McCollough) 
will remain unchanged. That district 
is everything East of Whitewater 
Creek and Pea River. This is the 
only plan currently before the court, 
but Elba officials have the right to 
file their own proposal before the 
court. However, city officials have 
never officially or unofficially ob- 
jected to the plan put forth by ADC. 
Their only request has been that the 
new districts not be put into use until 
the 1996 municipal elections.
